Jean and Hugh were the other two children. 

On November 25, 1880, he married An- 
nie Coleman in the Endowment House at 
Sait Lake City. Although Annie Coleman 
lived in Salt Lake at the time of hc 
riage. she was born in England. Five giris 
and four boys were born to them. 

After William McMillan moved to Heber 
City, he worked in the LDS Church a great 
deal and was superintendent of the Sunday 
School 18 years. During this time he was 
also president of the YMMIA and presi- 
dent of the ward teachers. 

The fact that he was called all over the 
county to administer to the sick showed 
he had the faith of the people. 

He worked all day long in his blacksmith 
shop and sometimes stayed very late to 
finish work that he had to do. Not only 
did he stay up for his own work, but would 
also administer to the sick or go with Bishop 
Duke to visit the poor. Though he did 
work hard and served his customers well, 
his ledger is still full of unpaid account 
"These long hours and excessive usc of 
left arm caused a wasting of the musc 
It never entered into his mind that he 
should use a little judgment concerning how 
much his body could stand. After he had 
had trouble for two vears with his arm. the 
doctor told him to take a much-needed rest. 

George Reynolds, general superintendent 
of Sunday Schools. happened to be in Heber 
for conference at this time. Since he had 
known William McMillan from childhocd in 
Liverpool Mr. Reynolds suggested that a 
mission would give him an excellent rest 
from the tiring job of a blacksmith. 

On August 11. 1896, he was called on a 
mission to Scotland, leaving his wife with 
eight children. Carl. the youngest, was born

This-is the history-of Joseph A-Murdoen 
and Martha Ellen Fortie Murdoch, early 
residents of Heber, Utah.

She 
attended school until about the fourth grade. 
Her mother was widowed early and Martha 
began working at an early age to help 
support the family. In her youth she was a 
good horse rider and dancer. She remained 
a beautiful woman all her life, and had long, 
black hair, with very little gray in it at 
the time of her death. Joseph А. was blond. 
with blue eyes, not too large in stature. He 
attended all t shools in Heber at this 
time and on May 21, 1591, in the Logan 
Temple, he and Martha were married. This 
couple lived in Heber and became the par- 
ents of twelve children 


Their home was busy v so many chil- 
dren. but always open to friends for visits 
and practices. Martha was a good cook 
and housekeeper and spent most of her time 
in the home. The children were taught right 
from wrong and the standards of the LDS 
Church. Joseph A. became very active in 
the community, He worked for the Wa- 
satch Wave, publishers, as a typesetter. He 
was called on a short-term mission for the 
Church to Salt Lake as a Temple Square 
guide from 1904 to 1905. He also studied 
music at the Evan Ste School of Mu- 
sic. He attended the Unive of Des- 
eret and Brigham Young Academy. as well 
as the Wasatch Stake Academy in Heber. 
Mr. Murdoch became a music teacher in 
Heber Valley. traveli 
school by h 
dents were taught music 
first time. He started a successful stake choir 
in 1900, as well as leading the old Second 
Ward choir. He played the baritone horn 
in the Heber brass band. From 1906 to 1916, 
Joseph A. was the Heber City recorder. He 
was an excellent penman and took much 
pride in his writing. 
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In 1920, after having suffered through 
the Пи epidemic, which took their oldest 
daughter Lecia's life, they moved to Vine- 
yard, Utah, to a farm. This home was one 
mile south of the big Geneva Steel Plant. 
Here they reared most of their younger chil- 
dren. They were active in both the Church 
and community. This couple were mild
